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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . In view of the Corrected Appeal Brief filed on 1 1/1 9/03 (Paper No. 28), PROSECUTION 
IS HEREBY REOPENED. New grounds of rejections are set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the following 
two options: 

(1) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.1 1 1 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply under 37 
CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) request reinstatement of the appeal. 

If reinstatement of the appeal is requested, such request must be accompanied by a 
supplemental appeal brief, but no new amendments, affidavits (37 CFR 1.130, 1.131 or 1.132) or 
other evidence are permitted.

2. Applicant's arguments in the Corrected Appeal Brief, filed 1 1/19/03, with respect to the 
rejection(s)of claim(s) 10-32 under 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. It is noted that the examiner agrees 
with the applicants' contention that Tsukasaki'564 does not teach that each mounting member 
includes a respective data storage device. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) 
of rejection is made in view of the prior art below. Any delay in prosecution is deeply regretted.
